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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant's response has failed to point to 
any relevant discrepencies between the prior art and the claimed invention. The use of Nagai's band does not exclude the device from 
reading on the claims. The claim is sufficiently broad to encompass NagaL A male/female connection is the same as a peg and hole 
connection. Again, the claimed invention says nothing about indenting the sclera inward by compression. If the claims do not include the 
limitation, then arguments regarding such limitations are not of any particular relevence. Also, there seems to be a misunderstanding of 
the obviuosness rejection put forth by Examiner Kotini. Examiner Kotini is only stating that it is obvious to make Nagai's device heat- 
shrinkable. The claimed structure does not mention any particular size or specific structure other than that it is a band that includes a 
buckle with a hole and a peg. Nagai includes these features. The Applicant has argued that the intraocular device is not the same as the 
extraocular device claimed. This is also not sufficient reasoning to overcome the rejection because Nagai's device could be used on an 
eye, not necessarily human, of a size that is sufficiently small so that the device would be able to encircle the eyeball from the outside. 
When prosecuting an apparatus claim, the intended use is only given weight in that the prior art must be capable of performing the 
function. The structure of the device needs to be more specifically stated or additional functional language needs to be added to further 
limit the use of the claimed device. Also, as a matter of form, once an amendment has been made, the following sets of claims only need 
to state Previously Amended or Presented in paranthesis as the claim heading. For example, claim 1 could have been presented in the 
After-Final set of claims submitted as follows: 

1 . (Previously Presented) An apparatus for correcting retinal detachments of an eye comprising: a heat-shrinkable ecircling scleral band; 
wherein said band comprises a hole and a snap-on custom-made buckle with a peg. 

Because the claim was already amended, the underlining and cross-throughs are not necessary. 
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
